Early Call-up 
Of Artsmen 
Is Expected 

Saskatchewan 
President Says 
Move Inevitable 

Saskatoon, Nov. 8.— (CUP)— 
Dean W. P. Thompson, acting- 
president of the University of 
Saskatchewan, said here recent- 
ly that in his opinion the uni- 
versities would not long be able 
to defend students taking courses 
other than the scientific and 
technical ones contributing dir- 
ectly to the war effort. 

Dean Thompson expects that in a 
short Ume all students other than 
those taking such courses will be 
called up. "This is greatly to be 
deplored," he said, "when we think 
of the tremendous need there will 
be for economists, political scien- 
tists and other experts in social 
subjects in the post-war reconstruc- 
tion period, but in view of the very 
great immediate view of men for 
winning the war we shouldn't try 
to prevent it." 

Selective Service Decides. 

"If we don't win the war our 
social experts will have nothing to 
say about the reconstruction period 
—it there is one," he continued. 
"The National Selective Service is 
the body to decide whether the im- 
mediate need outweighs the long 
term requirement and to apply the 
decision equitably in individual 
cases." 

The acting-president's views on 
the importance of the arts course 
in wartime arc not in complete ac- 
cord with recent statements on the 
subject by university heads 
throughout Canada, notably Dr. S. 
E. Smith, President of the Univer- 
sity of Manitoba, and D. H J.

Toronto Will Commemorate 
Czech Student Massacres 

Czechoslovak Minister 
To Give Address Nov. 16 



Students of Canadian univer- 
sities will participate in the In- 
ternational Students Day, held 
in commemoration of the mas- 
sacres of Czechoslovak students 
November 17. 1039. At the 
University of Toronto a meet- 
ing of the student body will be 
held on November 16. The 
gathering is to be addressed 
by Dr. F. Pavlasek, the Czecho- 
slovak Minister to Canada. 

At McGill, an open meeting, 
under the sponsorship of the 
Student's Executive Council, 
will be held at Moyse Hall at 
5.00 p.m., November 17. The 
speaker will be Colonel C. Hut- 
nlk, Officer Commanding the 
Czechoslovak Forces in Can- 
ada. Col. Hutnlk was in Praha 
during the massacres and later 
managed to escape to France 
and Great Britain. 

The day is to be observed 



throughout the free world in 
commemoration of all students 
who have fallen under the Ger- 
man heel. A mass rally will be 
held in Albert Hall, London, 
England, and will' be addressed 
by the British Foreign Minuter, 
the Rt Hon. Anthony Eden and 
by the President of the Czecho- 
slovak Republic, Dr. Edouard 
Benes. 

November 17, 1939, was a 
bloody culmination to a series 
of demonstrations in Praha. 
October 28, the Czechoslovak 
Independence Day was com-' 
memorated In Praha by public 
processions in 1939, despite Ger- 
man prohibition of them. Ger- 
man police shot at the crowds 
and street fighting developed, 
during which a Czech medical 
student was killed. His burial 
was not permitted until Novem-

UNB Seniors 
To Build Plant 

Dr. Baird Heads 
Construction of 
New Project 

Four seniors from the University 
of New Brunswick have been as- 
signed tho task of building an 
emergency power plant in the for- 
mer gymnasium. The building is 
under the supervision of Dr. Baird, 
Professor of Electrical Engineering. 
The work was begun at the end of 
October, and should be completed 
by the first of March. 

The four students are doing this 
service instead of writing thesis, 
but since very little time is given 
to thesis work, most of the build- 
ing must. he done In, the student's 
spare time. In addition to install' 
ing the equipment they must make 
full reports on their proceedings 
and drawings to explain their 
methods. 

When the plant Is completed, the 
University will have power to light 
the laboratories and other import 
ant departments even If the gen- 
eral .current is cut off. A large 
generator, which up to now has 
been used for purely experimental 
purposes, will be placed in the 
basement of the old gymnasium, 
and will join a steam engine which 
has already been installed, but 
which still needs a concrete base. 

When the new gymnasium was 
built Dr. Baird laid out the base- 
ment of the former one as a dy- 
namo laboratory, which makes the 
business of turning it into a power 
plant that much easier.

Most McGill students are vitally inter- 
ested in seeing their University promoting 
a vigorous and impressive "war effort". 
They want to do their bit. But a perplex- 
ing question arises— in what sphere is our 
effort to move, if a maximum contribution 
is to be obtained?

We must further remember that for 
practical purposes a money-raising war ef- 
fort does not compare with an effort in- 
volving original thought and sheer physical 
exertion. The average citizen thinks of the 
college student as a carefree youth with a 
well-stuffed bill-fold. When we proudly 
announce that $800.00 has been raised to 
swell the students* War Fund, the public 
is not impressed. On the other hand, when 
students plan and enrry out Salvage Drives, 
or spend a month harvesting the wheat 
crop, they are decidedly impressed. Let us 
by all means raise all the money we can 
—but let that be only a small part of our 
whole war effort. 

The money we do raise should go, as 
directly as is possible, to the country's war 
effort. It should go to winning the war, 
not the peace. Admittedly our raising 
money is not going to produce a machine 
of war that the country would not other- 
wise have at the same time, it might be 
used to help the men who are actively en- 
gaged in winning the war, and it can serve 
no finer purpose than this. 

To say that our war effort need pay no 
attention to public opinion is to overlook 
the basic consideration that many of us 
are continuing at college only at the sanc- 
tion of the community. If we can show 
that our interest lies in winning the war, 
then people will more readily believe that 
our studies are designed to the same end. 

A great step was taken in the right 
direction when the student body answered 
the government's call for harvesters. We 
[ cannot afford to sit back idly for the rest 
of the year, letting our contribution consist 
of 'a few dollars given to Bomc deserving 
cause. We must put some life into our 
effort, and get on with the winning of the 
war.

This trophy was presented by Col. 
Bovey and has a very commendable pur- 
pose, for individual expression in public is 
an asset that cannot be overrated.

A Commerce Man 
Looks at the West 



Much has already been said and written 
about the success and failure of the McGill 
Western Harvesting Expedition. The majority 
of harvesters agree that on the whole the trip 
to the West was a success, while there are a 
few students, who for one reason or another 
could not keep their work, claim that the 
venture was an absolute failure. It is not the 
aim of this column to present the different 
points of view on this matter and then try to 
offer a decision, but rather to tell easterners 
something about the conditions and problems 
existing In the west and how the western 
farmer has had to face them. 

The Western Farm 

The first thing that strikes anyone going out 
to the west for the first time Is the size of the 
prairie farms. Out there the ordinary size of a 
farm is approximately two square miles, where- 
as a farm of this size in Quebec would be 
considered as quite large. 

On the western farm one would expect to 
find modern mechanization of farm equipment. 
To our great surprise, however, the west Is 
not very much advanced in this respect In- 
stead of the modern combine, we find the usual 
thresher Instead of the latest tractor, we" find 
an unwilling team of horses. 

Co-op Elevator! 

The Saskatchewan government has devel- 
oped a system of co-operation among Its farm- 
ers. These co-operative enterprises exist in 
many fields and Industries, including the co- 
operative grain elevators which one sees all 
over the prairie country-side. These elevators 
are sponsored by the government to enable the 
farmer to get the best possible price for his 
wheat. In Its organization, the co-operative 
system Is similar to that of the modern cor- 
poration. A farmer can buy shares in the co- 
operation and at the end of the year if the 
co-op has a surplus, this profit is divided 
among its members. 

The co-operative systems are well liked and 
have the support of the majority of farmers. 
There are those of course who do not support 
them, but It seems that these co-operative ele- 
vators are a very necessary part of our wheat 
lands. Running in competition with the pri- 
vately owned elevators, the co-ops thus help 
to prevent any cheating in the grading, weigh- 
ing, and pricing of the grain. 

War Problems 

The war and government control have 
brought along many troubles and worries to 
the western farmer. The first of these, of which 
wè now know something, is the great labour 
shortage. 

A further problem Is brought about by the 
rationing of the amounts of grain that can be 
sold by the farmer. Only seven bushels per 
acre can now be sold. With this year's bumper 
crop, this presents the farmer with more dif- 
ficulties. He has been waiting for such a crop 
for the last ten years and when it comes ho 
cannot sell it. Instead he has to spend money 
building granaries, or, if he is not able to do 
this, pile the grain out in the open. 

Many farmers have been hit hard by this 
ruling. Those whose only Income Is from grain 
did not get enough money out of what they 
sold to pay their threshing expenses. The farmer 
is patient, however. He is hoping and waiting 
that before long the government will relax 
this order when he will be able to sell his 
grain and thereby enjoy his only decent crop 
in the last ten years. 

In order to avoid the disadvantage of one 
crop farming, the prairie farmer -Is turning 
more and more into mixed farming. This is 
especially noticeable in Southern Saskatchewan, 
where the growing of flax has been taken up 
by most farmers. Cattle and hog raising is 
also being encouraged by the government, and 
westerners have responded enthusiastically. A 
little fowl and dairy work is carried on, but 
as yet this is not being done on any exten- 
sive scale. 

Unlike the Quebec farmer, thé prairie man 
likes to educate his children as much as pos- 
sible. Here the war has also shown its effects. 
Many young boys, who under ordinary circum- 
stances would still be in school, have had to 
quit in order to help carry on the farm work. 
Western Farmer 

To consider the western farmer himself, we 
find that he is as hospitable and as courteous

On The War Council 
Registration. 
To the Editor, 
The McGill Dally. 

Dear Sir, — There Is one small 
error that appeared in yesterday's 
Daily that I would like to clear 
up. In the leading story, dealing 
with the first War Council meet- 
ing, I was quoted as advocating 
the registration of students for vol- 
unteer war work, on the same basis 
m last year. 

This Is not quite accurate: I did 
call for the registration of students 
for war work, but not on the same 
basis as last year. Then, the war 
council did the best job that it 
could, registration for different 
purposes becoming necessary at dif- 
ferent times throughout the ycaT, 
This year, from past experience, 
we know exactly what we will need 
In the way of volunteers for war 
work, and we know the most ef- 
fective methods of obtaining them. 

For these reasons. I believe that 
it Is essential to have a student re- 
gistration, covering all phases of the 
war effort (except possibly the 
.Blood Donors, who may use special 
Red Cross registration cards). This 
registration should all be done on 
one card and handled by one com- 
mittee. This would avoid the con- 
fusion of competition between dif- 
ferent groups for the use of a vol- 
unteer, and would prevent the re< 
sultant unequal distribution of ef- 
fort among volunteers. Also this 
registration should reach every 
student, and should take place 
soon as possible. I shall not go into 
details here; that is the job for the 
War Council executive group.

Dr. Willan opened the thirtieth 
year of Organ Recitals in Convoca 
tlon Hall last Monday afternoon, 
tradition of fine musicianship, built 
up in these recitals over the years 
was more than upheld. . 

The secret of Dr. WiUan's tech- 
nique is the fact that he treats his 
organ as an Instrument of extreme 
musical possibilities, so dangerous 
if they are let out of control that 
they must always be kept in hand, 
A lesser musician would have suc< 
cumbed to the temptation of the 
Borowskl Sonata in A Major and 
used every stop at his disposal; Dr. 
Willan imposed upon this slight 
piece a unity of tone colour which 
increased its power. His effects are 
always effects with a purpose. 

The Whitlock music, a Folk Tune 
and a Scherzo, are light music of 
an entirely different kind. Their 
lightness is deceitful and purpose- 
ful: they have much underneath 
the apparent lightness and tho com- 
poser gains much of his effect by 
the mood in which they are written. 

Dr. Willan and Bach get along so 
well together that it is a treat for 
the worshipper, of either to hear 
them in conjunction. The Bach 
Prelude and Fugue in C Major was 
preferable Monday to the. Toccata 
and Fugue in D Minor only because 
many of us have heard Dr. Willan 
exceed himself on the latter on 
previous occasions. He has set him- 
self a record interpretation of the 
latter which his listeners have come 
to expect, and they may be pardon- 
ed for pointing out that he did not 
quite equal his best performances 
of this music

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the virtual halting of the banana 
trade owing to export difficulties, 
and the subsequent unemployment 
of a large portion of the agricul- 
tural population. Thence he traced 
such relief measures as have al 
ready been taken by the colonial 
office and the Jamaican legislature, 
and showed how. for a while, the 
building of the American bases re 
stored the national income that had 
been lost by the cessation of the 
tourist trade. However, this in its 
turn, he said, was followed by a 
period of wild spending by the 
labouring classes who were earn 
inn larger wages than ever before, 
and who had not the foresight to 
realize that their source of Income 
. would be cut off once the bases 
Were completed. A few months 
ago the Americans did begin to lay 
: off the labour that they had been 
hiring for the bases, and now the 
unemployment problem is becoming 
more acute than at any time be 
fore. After this he outlined the 
difficulties of transportation in the 
Island brought about by the fact 
that all gasoline and coal used In 
Jamaica must be Imported. These 
Imports were now cut down to a 
' minimum as a result of the U-boat 
warfare in the Caribbean. 
"The talk was rounded off with 
«'discussion of the educational sys- 
tem in the island, and the problems 
involved in the conservatism of 
the educational authorities of the 
island, this with special reference 
to" the school in which the speaker 
taught for two years before com 
Ihg up to Canada.

ber 13. Ten thousand students 
honoured their colleague in a 
procession which was carried 
out with dignity and without 
disturbance. At the dispersal, 
German police and storm troop- 
ers attacked the students and 
provoked further fighting. This 
was made as an excuse for the 
reprisals taken on November 17. 
That day early in the morning, 
German soldiers surrounded 
university buildings and student 
quarters and dragged the stu- 
dents into trucks. Many were 
killed while resisting. They 
were taken to the barracks and 



were tortured. Women students 
were violated and subjected to 
sadistic tortures. In the mean- 
time other students were ar- 
rested in private homes and at 
all other universities in west- 
ern Czechoslovakia. They were 
imprisoned and taken to con- 
centration camps. It is estimated 
that from two to six thousand 
students have thus perished. 
Many of those who hid, or 
escaped managed to reach 
Trance and joined the Czecho- 
slovak Army there. Later they 
were evacuated to Britain. Some 
however, were left behind and 
.were put to slave-labor on the 
Sahara desert by the Vichy au- 
thorities. They arc now being 
freed, it is hoped.
